Suspected parcel bombs 
wound 1 at US state office 



The Dept, of Transportation Building 
in Hanover, Maryland 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
At least one person was in¬ 
jured yesterday when pack¬ 
ages delivered to US state 
government buildings deto¬ 
nated, with one of them flar¬ 
ing and another giving off 
smoke, officials and local 
media said. 

Maryland's WTOP radio 
initially reported explosions at 
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a government build¬ 
ing at the state capi¬ 
tal Annapolis and at 
a Department of 
Transportation 
building in the east¬ 
ern part of the state. 

But a local offi¬ 
cial declined to con¬ 
firm that the 
packages had ex¬ 
ploded and the radio 
station later said that 
they appeared to 
have fizzled. 

"I cannot confirm 
an explosion," Phil 
McGowan, 
spokesman for the Annapolis 
mayor, told AFP. 

"Our mayor received no¬ 
tice at about 1250 (1750 
GMT) that city fire crews re¬ 
sponded to the Jeffrey Build¬ 
ing (next to the state capitol) 
for a package device that in¬ 
jured a mail room employee." 

He said a bomb squad was 
examining the device and that 
no other packages would be 
opened until they had been in¬ 
spected by bomb-sniffing 
dogs. 

McGowan confirmed there 
was another "device situa¬ 
tion" in Hanover, Maryland, 
but said he had no further de¬ 
tails. 

The Washington Post 
quoted a police spokesman as 
saying that employees at both 
offices had fingers singed in 
the incident and that one per¬ 
son from the Hanover build¬ 
ing was taken to a hospital as 
a precaution. 

WTOP said one of the 
packages flared when it was 
opened while the other gave 
off smoke and strong odors. 

State agencies have 
stopped all mail delivery until 
an investigation is complete. 

The Annapolis building 
that was attacked housed the 
local office of Homeland Se¬ 
curity, the Secretary of State 
and the office of Veterans Af¬ 
fairs.

The third court case of the 
Fresnos group against the is¬ 
land of Aruba was convened 
in yesterday’s court, and for 
the third time the Judge dis¬ 
carded the plaintiffs demand. 
This means that the Spanish 
group again lost their case. 

The court cases began 
when the minister of Tourism 
informed the Fresnos group 
that they had failed to comply 
with the stipulated legal con¬ 
ditions in the proposition 
from the previous govern¬ 
ment. 

In this court hearing, the 
group’s contention consisted 
of two parts: 1. to prohibit the 
government from negotiating 
with any other group for the 
acquisition of the defunct 
Bushiri Hotel property, which 
demand was rejected by the 
court. And, secondly, to com¬ 
pel the government to con¬ 
jure up an agreement with 
them within 90 days based on 
the supposed agreement they 
had from the previous Ad¬ 
ministration. This demand, 
according to the Judge, was 
already duly attended to by 
the current government and 
that it was not prudent to re¬ 
quire the government to 
reach any agreement with- 
them in 90 days. 

According to the minister 
of Tourism, Otmar Oduber, 


the triple court verdicts are a 
clear message to the Spanish 
group; and at the same time, 
raises questions as to the ne¬ 
gotiation procedure followed 
by his predecessors concern¬ 
ing the Bushiri Hotel and the 
APA grounds. 

Oduber intimated to the 
courts that every court case 
seriously hindered the ongo¬ 
ing negotiations with a group 
who have demonstrated their 
serious intent with deposited 
guarantees. The Tourism dig¬ 
nitary observed.. .”1 hope that 
after this court sentence we 
can reach a definite agreement 
with respect to the future of 
the Bushiri Hotel property 
within the next 30 days.” We 
will endeavor to reach an 
agreement with the Baron In¬ 
vestment group, or begin a 
new round of open bidding to 
commence a new process.” 

Oduber concluded by say¬ 
ing that this third court ver¬ 
dict, should afford the 
government the necessary 
freedom to conclude their 
conversations and negotia¬ 
tion with the Baron Invest¬ 
ment group and that very 
soon Minister Benny 
Sevinger, minister of Infra¬ 
structure, can solidify an 
agreement with the group so 
as to pave the way for another 
5-star hotel for Aruba.

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US judge frees Anna 
Nicole Smith's boyfriend 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
US judge Thursday quashed 
drugs-related charges against 
the boyfriend of late model 
Anna Nicole Smith, who died 
of an overdose four years 
ago. 

The Los Angeles judge 
said there was insufficient ev¬ 
idence to justify the convic¬ 
tions of Howard K. Stern, 
and all but one conviction 
against psychiatrist Khristine 
Eroshevich. 

But prosecutors immedi¬ 
ately vowed to do everything 
they could to overturn the rul¬ 
ing, while the judge left open 
the possibility of a new trial. 

Forty-one year-old Stern, 
Smith's longtime lawyer and 
boyfriend, was found guilty 
in October on two conspiracy 
counts relating to using a 
false name to secure prescrip¬ 
tion drugs for the late Play¬ 
boy model. 

Eroshevich, 62, was con¬ 
victed of four counts of 
fraudulently obtaining med¬ 
ication when prescribing 
drugs under false names to 
the starlet, who died in a 
Florida hotel room in Febru¬ 
ary 2007 at the age of 39. 

But judge Robert J. Perry 
of the LA Superior Court on 
Thursday dropped all charges 
against Stern, and all but one 
against Eroshevich, who was 
sentenced to a year probation 
and a 100-dollar fine for a 
misdemeanor. 

The judge had been ex¬ 
pected to announce sentences 
for Stern and Eroshevich, but 


said there was "insufficient 
evidence" for the conspiracy 
convictions — although he 
did leave open the option of a 
new trial on two felony 
charges. 

Steve Cooley, the LA dis¬ 
trict attorney who brought the 
case, said: "We strongly dis¬ 
agree with Judge Robert 
Perry's ruling today. 

"His decision denigrates 
the substantial investigative 
efforts... it diminishes the 
huge social problem of pre¬ 
scription drug abuse facili¬ 
tated by irresponsible 
caretakers and unscrupulous 
medical professionals," he 
said. 

"We will immediately pur¬ 
sue all appellate remedies to 
overturn Judge Perry's deci¬ 
sion," he added. 

October's verdicts came 
after a months-long trial. An¬ 
other physician in the case, 
42-year-old Sandeep Kapoor, 
was cleared of all charges. 
None of the defendants were 
charged with causing the ex- 
model's death. 

During the trial, prosecu¬ 
tors said the trio gave the im¬ 
mensely famous Smith the 
powerful opiates and seda¬ 
tives she craved despite the 
lack of a legitimate medical 
need. 

A 2007 autopsy found that 
Smith's death — a worldwide 
media sensation at the time - 
- was due to a lethal cocktail 
of anti-anxiety medication, 
methadone, antibiotics and 
other prescription drugs.

Babies born slightly early 
often don’t get proper care 


The Motorola Xoom Android 

LAS VEGAS (AFP) - US 
telecom maker Motorola Mo¬ 
bility has jumped into the 
bustling tablet computer mar¬ 
ket with a touchscreen device 
powered by '’Honeycomb,” 
the latest version of Google's 
Android software. 

Sanjay Jha, the chief exec¬ 
utive of Motorola Mobility, 
also presented three new An¬ 
droid-powered touchscreen 
smartphones to reporters on 
the eve of the annual Con¬ 
sumer Electronics Show 
(CES). 

Motorola Mobility's hotly 
awaited tablet computer, the 
”Xoom,” will be available in 
the first quarter of the year, 
Jha said. 

With a 10.1-inch (25.6- 
centimeter) screen, the Xoom 
is about the same size as 
Apple's iPad, which hit stores 
in April and has other leading 
technology companies 
around the world scrambling 
to catch up. 

More than 100 firms are 
expected to unveil tablet 
computers at CES, which of¬ 
ficially opens on Thursday 
and features more than 2,600 
exhibitors of the latest gadg¬ 
ets. 

Jha said the Xoom will be 
the first tablet computer to hit 
stores featuring Android 3.0, 
or Honeycomb, an operating 
system developed with 
tablets in mind instead of 
smartphones. 

"It's been designed ground 
up for the tablet, the user in¬ 
terface, the whole interac¬ 
tion,” Jha said. "It has 


Honeycomb tablet, 

multi-tasking capability.” 

"All of these things, I 
think, deliver an experience 
which make Android 3.0 on 
our tablet probably in my 
opinion the most competitive 
product in the marketplace,” 
he said. 

Jha pointed out several 
features on the Xoom that the 
iPad does not have including 
front- and rear-facing cam¬ 
eras and the ability to play 
Adobe Flash video software, 
which is banned from the 
Apple device. 

He said the first Xooms to 
hit the market will feature 3G 
connectivity to the Internet 
through US carrier Verizon 
Wireless. A 4G Xoom will 
come out later in the year and 
3G versions can be upgraded 
to 4G. 

Jha also unveiled three 
new smartphones, the Atrix 
4G, available through US 
telecom giant AT&T in the 
first quarter of the year, the 
Cliq 2 and the Droid Bionic. 

A laptop dock for the Atrix 
4G allows a user to connect 
the phone to a computer 
monitor and surf the Web 
using a full Firefox desktop 
browser. 

The Cliq 2, available 
through Deutsche Telekom's 
T-Mobile in the United States 
from January 19, features a 
slide-out keyboard and was 
described as a device offering 
"business-ready features and 
robust entertainment op¬ 
tions.” 

The Bionic Droid, which 
will be available in the sec¬ 
ond quarter of the year, is de¬ 


signed specifically for Veri¬ 
zon's 4G network, which was 
launched in December and 
currently covers about one- 
third of the US population. 

It offers mobile Internet 
speeds up to 10 times faster 
than 3G and will, for exam¬ 
ple, allow high-quality 
streaming of television 
shows. 

Chief executive Jha rolled 
out the new products here a 
day after the Illinois-based 
Motorola split into two com¬ 
panies, Motorola Mobility 
and Motorola Solutions. 

Motorola Mobility will 
focus on mobility, the Inter¬ 
net and computing markets 
while Motorola Solutions 
will target next-generation 
communications solutions to 
government, public safety 
and enterprise customers. 


Babies born just a few weeks 
early are often cared for as if 
they were full-term babies - 
for instance, they are some¬ 
times allowed to leave the 
hospital shortly after birth. 
But such practices may harm 
the infants' health and put 
them at risk for visits to the 
emergency room, according 
to a new study. 

The study adds to the 
growing body of evidence 
showing that hospitals need 
to change the way they treat 
late-preterm infants, said 
study researcher Dr. Ramzan 
Shahid, medical director of 
the newborn nursery at Loy¬ 
ola University Medical Cen¬ 
ter in Maywood, Ill. 

Babies born between 34 
weeks and 36 weeks of preg¬ 
nancy are considered late- 
preterm; full-term 

pregnancies lasts at least 37 
weeks. 


The new study showed ba¬ 
bies born at 36 weeks were 
almost twice as likely to re¬ 
quire a visit to the emergency 
room within the first month 
of their lives as infants bom 
even earlier, at 34 or 35 
weeks."The ones that are 
born earlier, those babies are 
monitored more closely,” 
Shahid said. 

"I think pediatricians feel 
that [the 36-week-old infants] 
are almost full term, and they 
feel that they will probably 
do fine,” Shahid said. "I think 
there’s a false sense of secu¬ 
rity that they have with the 
36-week infants.” 

Late-preterm babies are 
not fully mature and are at risk 
for breathing problems and 
jaundice, Shahid said. They 
can have trouble feeding, 
maintaining a proper body 
temperature and keeping nor¬ 
mal blood sugar levels. 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japan is finan¬ 
cially backing its companies 
that are seeking to build "green 
cities" -- communities with low 
pollution and renewable ener¬ 
gies -- in India and elsewhere, 
a report said Thursday. 

The public-private Innova¬ 
tion Network Corp. of Japan 
plans to invest up to 130 bil¬ 
lion yen ($1.5 billion) in such 
eco-community projects, 
more of which are planned for 
China and Southeast Asia, the 
Nikkei daily said. 

The Ministry of Economy, Trade and Industry has set aside 40 billion yen in funds 
within its investment and loan programme for fiscal 2011 to cover the fund supply for 
smart-community development abroad, the daily said.

Hundreds pregnant in 
UK despite contraceptive 
implant 



LONDON,England (AFP) - 
More than 1000 women in 
Britain have become pregnant 
despite using a contraceptive 
implant fitted in their arms. 
Thousands of women used the 
Implanon implant, which was 
designed to stop them getting 
pregnant for three years by re¬ 
leasing hormones into their 
blood from a tiny tube in their 
arm. 

The Medicines and Health¬ 
care products Regulatory 
Agency (MHRA) also con¬ 
firmed it had received a total of 
1,607 adverse drug reaction re¬ 
ports linked to Implanon, relat¬ 
ing to 2,888 incidents of 
suspect reactions in users. 

The National Health Serv¬ 
ice has paid out more than 
200,000 pounds (310,000 dol¬ 
lars, 235,000 euros) in com¬ 
pensation to women who fell 
pregnant or were injured by the 
implant, according to media 
reports. 

Manufacturers MSD have 
since replaced Implanon with 
Nexplanon, which has a differ¬ 
ent applicator and can be de¬ 


tected by X-ray or CT scan. 

June Raine, a director at 
the MHRA, told Channel 4 
television: "We worked 

closely with the company to 
enable the new version to be 
developed. They are fully 
aware of all the concerns that 
we have." 

A lawyer for some of the 
women claiming for personal 
loss and damage said many 
had not realised the pre-loaded 
applicator had failed to release 
the implant into their blood¬ 
stream. 

Stephanie Prior said: "Nex¬ 
planon has a new preloaded 
applicator which is designed to 
reduce the risk of insertion dif¬ 
ficulties and it is radio-opaque 
so that it can be identified on 
an X-ray or CT scan if neces¬ 
sary. 

"I have clients who fell 
pregnant as they were unaware 
that the Implanon device had 
not been inserted into their arm 
and they suffered psychologi¬ 
cal difficulties as a conse¬ 
quence of falling pregnant and 
later miscarrying or having to 
make the difficult decision to 
terminate the pregnancy." 

In a statement, MSD said it 
was "confident in the efficacy 
and safety of Implanon" but 
suggested that many of the 
women who became pregnant 
had had the device badly fitted 
by a medical practitioner.

Antibiotic treatment eases irritable 
bowel syndrome 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
antibiotic can help some suf¬ 
ferers of irritable bowel syn¬ 
drome, marking the first 
potential drug treatment for the 
disease which affects more 
than 30 million people said a 
study. 

The ailment causes bloating, 
abdominal pain, watery stool 
or constipation, and the find¬ 
ings in the New England Jour¬ 
nal of Medicine appear to 
confirm studies in the past 
decade that suggest it is caused 
by bacteria in the gut. 

"These results support the 
idea that intestinal microbiota 
or gut bacteria may be an un¬ 
derlying cause of IBS, and al¬ 
tering gut bacteria by treatment 
with rifaximin appears to be an 
effective way of providing re¬ 
lief to those who suffer from 
IBS symptoms," said co-au¬ 
thor Yehuda Ringel. 

The US Food and Drug Ad¬ 


ministration has already ap¬ 
proved rifaximin, marketed as 
Xifaxan by Salix Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, for treatment of travelers' 
diarrhea. 

According to Mark Pi¬ 
mentel, who headed clinical 
trials at Cedars-Sinai, some 
subjects in the study experi¬ 
enced pain relief for weeks 
after they stopped taking the 
antibiotic. 

"For years, the treatment 
options for IBS patients have 
been extremely limited," he 
added. "IBS often does not re¬ 
spond well to treatments cur¬ 
rently available, such as 
dietary changes and fiber sup¬ 
plements alone." 

The journal noted that Pi¬ 
mentel "discovered the use of 
rifaximin for IBS," and he is "a 
consultant to Salix, Inc, and 
serves on its scientific advisory 
board." 

The drug maker provided 


funding for the study, hosted at 
five US medical facilities, 
which involved more than 600 
IBS sufferers with mild to 
moderate diarrhea and bloat¬ 
ing. 

The subjects were "ran¬ 
domly assigned to take a 550 
milligram dose of rifaximin or 
placebo three times daily for 
two weeks. Study participants 
were then followed for 10 
weeks more," it said. 

Forty percent of patients 
felt relief from symptoms after 
taking the antibiotic for two 
weeks. 

In comparison, about 30 
percent of those taking a 
placebo reported similar re¬ 
sults. 

"Patients reported relief 
from bloating, less abdominal 
pain and improved stool con¬ 
sistency for up to 10 weeks," 
the study said. 


28 kids in China hospital for lead 
poisoning 



BEIJING, China (AFP) - 
Twenty-eight children, some 
as young as nine months old, 
have been hospitalised in east¬ 
ern China for lead poisoning 
blamed on an unlicensed bat¬ 
tery factory, state media said . 

Doctors first detected ab¬ 
normally high lead levels in 


the blood of three children in 
the town of Gaohe in Anhui 
province last month, prompt¬ 
ing authorities to carry out 
tests on 280 children, Xinhua 
news agency said. 

More than 200 were found 
to have excessive lead in their 
blood, and those hospitalised - 

- aged nine months to 16 years 

— were suffering from "moder¬ 
ate to severe" lead poisoning, 
the report said, citing a hospital 
official. 

Inspectors from the local 
environmental protection bu¬ 
reau found that Borui Battery 
Co. Ltd., which had been oper¬ 
ating illegally, was the cause of 
the problem. They closed 
down the plant as well as an¬ 
other factory in the area. 


Excessive levels of lead in 
the blood are considered haz¬ 
ardous, particularly to chil¬ 
dren, who can experience 
stunted growth and even men¬ 
tal retardation. 

In October 2009, nearly 
1,000 children tested positive 
for lead poisoning in the cen¬ 
tral province of Henan. Smelt¬ 
ing plants in the area were 
found to be responsible. 

Such incidents have ex¬ 
posed the dark side of the 
country's economic boom. 

Rapid industrialisation over 
the last 30 years has left China, 
the world's second-largest 
economy, with some of the 
world's worst water and air 
pollution and has left wide¬ 
spread environmental damage. 


US scientists sound alarm over 


animal research 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Scientists who use monkeys, 
mice and dogs for research on 
human diseases fear that the 
US government is restructur¬ 
ing the massive National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health in a way that 
could slash their funding. 

As the NIH forges ahead 
with a plan to speed up the way 
scientific discoveries are trans¬ 
formed into treatments and 
cures, animal researchers say 
they are being overlooked in 
the rush to create a new insti¬ 
tute devoted to something they 
already do and some are con¬ 
cerned that the changes could 


incur large startup costs at a 
time when Congress is aiming 
to pare back science budgets. 

The NIH, which funnels 
$31 billion per year into med¬ 
ical research, is considering an 
advisory panel recommenda¬ 
tion to create a new center for 
turning lab advances into prac¬ 
tical health solutions for the 
public, also known as transla¬ 
tional medicine. 

The proposed National 
Center for Advancing Transla¬ 
tional Research (NCATS) 
would include a new initiative 
from President Obama's health 
care reform plan, the Cures 


Acceleration Network. 

But it leaves out about half 
of a $1.3-billion program that 
funds the nation's eight primate 
centers and a series of other re¬ 
search programs, known as the 
National Center for Research 
Resources (NCRR). 

According to NIH guide¬ 
lines, the creation of a new 
center means an existing one 
will have to be cut. 

Mark Lively, a scientist at 
Wake Forest University in 
North Carolina who is a mem¬ 
ber of the NCRR advisory 
board, said most people agree 
with the NIH's goal of speed¬ 
ing discoveries to patients.

£50 min in December 2010

LONDON,England (AFP) - 
British Airways announced 
Thursday that the snow chaos 
last month cost the airline 
about £50 million (?59 mil¬ 
lion euros, $78 million). 

"An initial assessment in¬ 
dicates that the weather dis¬ 
ruption will have a financial 
impact ... of some £50 mil¬ 
lion, with some small addi¬ 
tional impact in January from 
cancelled return journeys,” 
BA said in a statement. 

The carrier, which is 
merging with Spanish peer 
Iberia to cut costs, added that 
the total number of passen¬ 
gers had plunged by 10.8 per¬ 
cent last month to 2.142 
million. That compared with 
2.401 million in December 
2009. 


'Traffic was affected by 
the weather conditions in the 
UK, Europe and North Amer¬ 
ica, causing airport closures 
and reduced operating capac¬ 
ities, equivalent to a reduc¬ 
tion in capacity versus 
December 2009 of around 12 
percent,” BA said. 

Air travellers faced severe 
disruption last month as 
freezing weather across the 
northern hemisphere sparked 
travel chaos. 

British Airways was 
forced to cancel more than 
2,000 flights as a result of the 
cold snap. 

The country's Met Office 
national weather service said 
on Wednesday that last 
month was the coldest De¬ 
cember since records began.

China 
pledges 
to enhance 
yuan 
flexibility 

BEIJING (AFP) - China's cen¬ 
tral bank pledged to increase 
the flexibility of its yuan ex¬ 
change rate, ahead of President 
Hu Jintao's visit to the United 
States where the currency issue 
will be raised. 

We will "enhance the flexi¬ 
bility of the exchange rate, and 
maintain the basic stability of 
the RMB (yuan) exchange rate 
at a reasonable and balanced 
level,” the People's Bank of 
China said in a statement. 

Hu is due in Washington on 
January 19. He will meet with 
US President Obama, who is 
expected to raise the sensitive 
issues of trade and currency re¬ 
form with him during their 
talks. 

Washington wants Beijing 
to allow the yuan to appreciate 
more quickly. Critics say 
China keeps it artificially un¬ 
dervalued to gain an unfair 
trade advantage that has cost 
thousands of US jobs. 

China pledged in June to 
allow the yuan to trade more 
"flexibly” but it has appreci¬ 
ated about three percent since 
that time. 

"China plays an enor¬ 
mously important role in our 
global economy, and China has 
to take steps to rebalance its 
currency,” White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs told 
reporters. 

Ministry spokesman Hong 
Lei named the "international 
division of labour” and US ex¬ 
port restrictions on high-tech 
products as contributing fac¬ 
tors to China's trade surplus 
with the United States. 

He added Beijing had taken 
measures to increase imports 
from the United States and 
promote balanced trade. 

"That proves that the ren¬ 
minbi exchange rate is not the 
main cause of the China-US 
trade imbalance,” he said. 

Before Hu heads to Wash¬ 
ington, US Defence Secretary 
Robert Gates will visit China 
from Sunday — one year after 
Beijing cut military ties with 
Washington in protest against 
US arms sales to rival Taiwan. 


US probe shares out 
'systemic* blame for 
oil spill 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
A US panel has spread blame 
for the deadly Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill beyond BP to Hal¬ 
liburton and Transocean, ac¬ 
cusing all three of "systemic” 
management failures that 
could happen again. 

The presidential commis¬ 
sion's assessment was part of 
its final report on the deadly 
April blowout of BP's Ma- 
condo well, which killed 11 
workers and spewed 4.9 mil¬ 
lion barrels of oil into the Gulf 
of Mexico over three months. 

It said oil services giant 
Halliburton and offshore 
drilling group Transocean 
were also very much at fault in 
ignoring key warnings and 
failing to take the necessary 
precautions to avert the mas¬ 
sive spill. 

Transocean owned the BP- 
leased Deepwater Horizon 
platform that sank in the acci¬ 
dent. In October, Halliburton 
admitted skipping a key ce¬ 
ment test before the blowout, 
but blamed BP for not testing 
the integrity of the job. 

The root causes of the 
blowout were "systemic and, 
absent significant reform in 
both industry practices and 
government policies, might 
well recur,” the report said. 

"Whether purposeful or not, 
many of the decisions that BP, 
Halliburton and Transocean 
made that increased the risk of 
the Macondo blowout clearly 
saved those companies signif¬ 
icant time (and money).” 

The beleaguered firm said it 
was working with regulators 
and the industry "to ensure that 
the lessons learned from Ma¬ 
condo lead to improvements in 
operations and contractor serv¬ 
ices in deepwater drilling.” 

It cited launching a new di¬ 
vision devoted to safety and 
operational risk that reports di¬ 
rectly to the firm's CEO Bob 
Dudley and will provide "inde¬ 
pendent oversight” of safety- 
related operational decisions. 

The findings "only com¬ 
pound our sense of tragedy be¬ 
cause we know now that the 
blowout of the Macondo well 
was avoidable,” said former 
Florida senator Bob Graham, 
the commission's co-chair.

"This disaster likely would 
not have happened had the 
companies involved been 
guided by an unrelenting com¬ 
mitment to safety first. And it 
likely would not have hap¬ 
pened if the responsible gov¬ 
ernmental regulators had the 
capacity and will to demand 
world class safety standards.” 

According to the report, the 
Macondo well blew out when 
a series of "separate risk fac¬ 
tors, oversights and outright 
mistakes combined to over¬ 
whelm the safeguards” de¬ 
signed to prevent such an 
event. "But most of the mis¬ 
takes and oversights at Ma¬ 
condo can be traced back to a 
single overarching failure — a 
failure of management,” it 
added. "Better management by 
BP, Halliburton and 
Transocean would almost cer¬ 
tainly have prevented the 
blowout by improving the abil¬ 
ity of individuals involved to 
identify the risks they faced, 
and to properly evaluate, com¬ 
municate and address them.” 

The seven-member panel 
was set up by US President 
Obama and tasked with find¬ 
ing out what caused the acci¬ 
dent.

Babe’ creator Dick King- 
Smith dies at 88 




Children’s author Dick King-Smith 


LONDON,England (AFP) - 
Dick King-Smith, the British 
author of the popular chil¬ 
dren's books which spawned 
the hit film "Babe", has died 
at the age of 88, his publish¬ 
ers said . 


The prolific writer, whose 
1983 book "The Sheep-Pig" 
was made into the 1995 film, 
died in his sleep at his home 
near Bath in southwest Eng¬ 
land, said a spokeswoman 
for Random House. 

He is believed to have 
been in poor health in recent 
years. 

King-Smith described his 
creations as "farmyard fan¬ 
tasies" for children and 
many of his more than 100 
books featured animals, 
drawing on the two decades 
he spent as a farmer after 
fighting in World War II. 

A late starter as a writer, 
his first book, "The Fox 
Busters", was published in 


1978 when he was 
already in his 50s 
and he went on to 
sell more than 15 
million books 
worldwide. 

But it was "The 
Sheep-Pig", about 
a little pig trained 
as a sheepdog, 
which really made 
his name and was 
eventually turned 
into the film re¬ 
ceived a number 
of Academy 
award nomina¬ 
tions. 

King-Smith is survived 
by his second wife Zona, 
three children, 14 grandchil¬ 
dren, four great-grandchil¬ 
dren and one great-great 
grandchild.

At 80, world's oldest clown has 
no plans to quit

THE HAGUE,The Netherland 
(AFP) - At 80, the world's 
oldest clown has given up 
tightrope walking but Oleg 
Popov, the most famous So¬ 
viet-era jester, still tours half of 
the year and has no plans to 
hang up his trademark red 
nose. 

"The Sun Clown", as he is 
also known, never fails to en¬ 
thrall young and old with his 
oddball character based on a 
figure from Russian folklore - 
- one who appears stupid but 
really isn't. 

"I love to make people 
laugh, also in private," the 
Russian told AFP on a recent 
tour in The Hague, laughter 
sparkling in his lively blue 
eyes. "I am very happy — if I 
could live my life over I would 
become a clown all over 
again." 

As the drums rolled under 
the travelling big top of the 
Great Russian State Circus, the 
ringmaster heralds "the one, 
the only, the unique Oleg 
Popov!" 

To loud applause, a small 
man with a shock of straw- 
coloured hair under a black- 
and-white chequered cap 
shuffles into the ring — just as 
he has done for six decades. 

Alone in the spotlight, 
Popov — who in 1981 won the 
Golden Clown award, the 
"Oscar" of the circus world — 
chants softly in Russian, 
clutching an old umbrella han¬ 
dle sprouting a bunch of multi¬ 
coloured balloons. 

His black jacket is too 
short, his red, blue and black- 
striped pants stop at his calves. 
His bow tie, like his nose, is 
red and his face lightly made 
up. 

Between performances of 
hoop-jumping poodles, flying 
acrobats and a trained ele¬ 
phant, Popov entertains with a 
trick that sends soup ladles fly¬ 
ing into ice buckets. 

To the crowd's delight, he 


then uses a bicycle pump to 
"inflate" a fellow clown who 
rises inch-by-inch from a col¬ 
lapsed pose on the floor. 

Accompanied by a circus 
orchestra, Popov and his 49- 
year-old German wife Gabriela 
also juggle and do magic tricks 
— with no vocabulary required 
as they communicate with 
their audience in the universal 
language of laughter. 

"The work of a clown is in¬ 
teresting because it is art, and 
art is like an endless ocean," 
the octogenarian told AFP be¬ 
tween shows, taking a break in 
his circus trailer filled with 
costumes, balloons and old- 
fashioned suitcases. 

"What Charlie Chaplin was 
for the movies, Oleg Popov is 
for the circus," states a tribute 
to Popov on the Great Russian 
State Circus website, referring 
to one of the clown's own 
idols. 

It likens his reprises to "po¬ 
etry", saying he "bathes the cir¬ 
cus ring in sunshine", hence 
the nickname. 

Bom Oleg Konstantinovich 
Popov into a poor family in a 
small town near Moscow, he 
joined the Russian State Circus 
school in Moscow at the age of 
14, spending 10-hour days 
learning juggling, tightrope 
walking, trapeze work and ac¬ 
robatics. 

After a sickly childhood 
often spent hungry, Popov's 
gift for hilarity soon earned 
him payment in the form of 
food coupons for perform¬ 
ances at Russian collective 


farms or sports clubs. 

At 19, the clown, whose 
clockmaker father disappeared 
under the Stalin regime, was 
given a full-time job at the 
govemment-mn Russian State 
Circus. His big break came in 
1954, when he stepped in for 
the head clown who had bro¬ 
ken his arm. 

Popov took over as head 
clown two years later, the same 
year he left Russian soil for the 
first time on a tour of western 
Europe. It was the first-ever 
foreign tour by a Soviet circus, 
arranged by the Kremlin to 
bolster its image abroad. 

"I was not allowed to leave 
the circus, we were watched 
permanently by KGB agents" 
tasked with preventing defec¬ 
tions, he recounts in a rare se¬ 
rious moment. 

Popov has since performed 
all around the world, including 
France, Australia, the United 
States, Japan, Israel and Cuba. 

His current employer, the 
Great Russian State Circus, 
credits him with helping "bring 
about a rapprochement be¬ 
tween East and West through 
the language of the heart" 

The clown now lives on a 
farm about 30 kilometres (18 
miles) from Nuremberg, where 
he and Gabriela, his second 
wife who became a circus per¬ 
former after their wedding in 
1991, raises horses, dogs, rab¬ 
bits and white rats used in their 
shows. 

Popov tours each year for 
six months, giving more than 
200 performances mainly in 
Germany but also in Belgium, 
Luxembourg and the Nether¬ 
lands. 

"For the rest of the time I 
watch birds flying in the sky," 
he says. 

Ringmaster Thierry 

Dourain said Popov never let 
his fame go to his head. "He 
does not assume any airs, not 
even when (Russian Prime 
Minister) Vladimir Putin 
phones him on his birthday." 

And quitting is out of the 
question. 

"He thinks he will die in the 
circus, that one day God will 
call him from his dressing 
room or the ring," said circus 
director Willem Smitt. 
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Russia's Zvonareva beats Venus 
Williams in Hong Kong 



HONG KONG (AFP) - 
World number two Vera 
Zvonareva crushed five-time 
Wimbledon champion Venus 
Williams in Hong Kong 
Thursday as some of the 
world's top women prepared 
for the year's first Grand 
Slam. 

Zvonareva's 6-4, 6-2 vic¬ 
tory — and wins by her team¬ 
mates Maria Kirilenko and 
Yevgeny Kafelnikov 
helped Russia into an unas¬ 
sailable 3-0 lead over the 
Americas with only the 
mixed doubles to play at the 
World Team Challenge sea¬ 
son-opening exhibition tour¬ 
nament. 

"It's an exciting moment 
for me. It's the first match of 
the year and I'm really happy 
the way I started," said the 


26-year-old, who was in 
scintillating form ahead 
of the Australian Open 
starting on January 17. 

"Venus is a great 
champion and it's al¬ 
ways a pleasure to play 
against her." 

Zvonareva, who has 
10 WTA career singles 
wins, was vastly more 
consistent than the 
American in the semi¬ 
final clash. 

Williams, 30, strug¬ 
gled in the chilly 3,600- 
seater Victoria Park 
stadium, getting off to a 
shaky start in both sets 
when she dropped her 
first service game. 

The world number 
five is recovering from a se¬ 
ries of knee injuries and 
never looked at ease, making 
16 unforced errors and man¬ 
aging just five winners 
against Zvonareva's 10. 

Zvonareva, a canny base- 
liner who is at home on all 
surfaces, showed more guile 
than her opponent, out-serv¬ 
ing Williams by aiming the 
ball close to the six foot one 
inch (1.85 metre) American's 
body and crowding her out of 
the match. 

Earlier Zvonareva's team¬ 
mate Maria Kirilenko, 23, 
gave US teenager Melanie 
Oudin a lesson in tenacity 
and concentration, fighting 
her way from a set down to 
sneak a second set tie-breaker 
before taking the decider 6-0. 

"In the third set I think she 


was just a little bit disap¬ 
pointed because she was up 
5-3 in the second set," Kir¬ 
ilenko said of 19-year-old 
Oudin after the two-and-a- 
half hour match. 

"She is still young — she is 
19 years old so she's just 
starting to play on tour and 
she's playing not really bad, 
she's playing good." 

Zvonareva, Kirilenko and 
Williams are in Hong Kong 
as part of their preparations 
for the Australian Open, 
which starts on January 17.

"We believe in second 
chances and second opportuni¬ 
ties," Cavaliers marketing vice 
president Tracy Marek said. 

"When you know some¬ 
thing's right, you just have to 
launch. The important thing 
that we wanted to do is to let 
Ted know that we have some¬ 
thing here for him."

Super Bowl star Elway returns 
as Broncos top executive

DENVER, Colorado (AFP) - 
John Elway, the retired Hall 
of Fame quarterback who 
guided the Denver Broncos 
to victory in the 1998 and 
1999 Super Bowls, was 
named football operations 
chief of the struggling club 
on Wednesday. 

Elway spent 16 seasons 
throwing passes for the Bron¬ 
cos, helping Denver reach 
five Super Bowls in all be¬ 
fore calling it quits after his 
second Super Bowl triumph, 
retiring as the winningest 
starting quarterback in NFL 
history. 

Now he will have the final 
word on personnel decisions 
for a team that finished 4-12 
and secured the second pick 
in the next National Football 
League Draft. 


"My greatest asset is my 
competitiveness," Elway 
said. "I will give it everything 
I can to return this team back 
to the way it was." 

Elway's first task will be 
to lead the club's search for a 
new coach, working with 
new team president Joe Ellis 
under owner Pat Bowlen. 

"John Elway's leadership, 
competitiveness and passion 
for the Denver Broncos will 
position this team for long¬ 
term success," Bowlen said. 

"John has won champi¬ 
onships as a player and exec¬ 
utive and his experience will 
be a valuable addition to this 
franchise." 

Elway was owner and 
chief executive of an Arena 
Football League indoor grid¬ 
iron club for eight years be¬ 
fore joining the Broncos last 
year as a marketing consult¬ 
ant. 

"He's a very knowledge¬ 
able individual or he wouldn't 
be coming back in," safety 
Brian Dawkins said. 

Elway will command re¬ 
spect from Broncos support¬ 
ers who had become 
accustomed to following a 
perennial contender. 


Garrett named coach of Dallas 
Cowboys 


ARLINGTON (AFP) - Jason 
Garrett was named coach of 
the Dallas Cowboys on 
Thursday, the National Foot¬ 
ball League club dropping the 
interim tag from a man who 
guided them over the second 
half of the 2010 season. 

Garrett, the team's eighth 
coach but the first former 
Cowboys player to guide them, 
went 5-3 after taking over on 
an interim basis from Wade 
Phillips, who was fired after a 
1-7 start for the Cowboys. 

"He is truly one of our own," 
Cowboys owner Jerry Jones 
said. "We know him well. He 
has prepared all his life for this 
day and he's well qualified." 

The 6-10 season was filled 
with disappointments for 
Dallas, but Jones said the los¬ 
ing campaign provided a 
chance to see how Garrett 
handled the challenge. The 
three losses Dallas suffered 
under him were by only a 
total of seven points. 

"It did give us the opportu¬ 
nity to evaluate Jason Garrett 
under pressure situations," 
Jones said. "He passed the 
test. He has my respect. That 


Rangers ink Beltre to rich six-year deal 


ARLINGTON, Texas (AFP) 
- Dominican slugger Adrian 
Beltre signed a six-year deal 
worth 96 million dollars on 
Wednesday with the Texas 
Rangers, who hope their new 
third baseman can get them 
back to the World Series. 

Beltre will be paid 14 mil¬ 
lion dollars in 2011 with one 
million dollar raises over the 
following four years before 
settling for 16 million in 
2016, a season that the 
Rangers can void if Beltre 
fails to reach performance 
targets. 

The Rangers won the 
American league crown last 
year, winning a Major 


League Baseball playoff se¬ 
ries for the first time in their 
half-century history and then 
taking another before falling 
to San Francisco in the World 
Series. 

"We all know that the 
Rangers have a really good 
team," Beltre said. "The team 
is willing to do whatever it 
takes to get to the next step. 
That was one of the factors to 
make my decision to come 
here easier." 

Beltre joins a batting 
lineup that led the major 
leagues last season, powered 
by major league batting 
champion Josh Hamilton, 
power hitter Nelson Cruz and 


Michael Young, a six-time 
All-Star who will switch po¬ 
sitions for the third time in 
eight years so Beltre can 
move into the third base slot. 

Beltre, 31, hit .321 with 28 
home runs and 102 runs bat¬ 
ted in over 154 games last 
season with Boston, being 
named an All-Star for the first 
time in his 13-year major 
league career. 

He snubbed a 10 million- 
dollar offer from the Red Sox 
to become a free agent and 
struck gold by signing with 
Texas, which lost free agent 
star pitcher Cliff Lee to 
Philadelphia for a six-year, 
138 million-dollar deal. 


says it all right there." 

Garrett was a backup 
quarterback to Troy Aikman 
for Dallas in the 1990s, when 
the Cowboys won three 
Super Bowl titles in four 
years, and said he was deter¬ 
mined to restore the team to 
former glory by playing "The 
Cowboy Way". 

"We're going to work hard 
to try to get back to that 
level," Garrett said. 

"I have tremendous respect 
for the history that goes with 
this organization. I will do 
everything that's possible to 
put the Dallas Cowboys back 


on top where they belong." 

The Cowboys, who de¬ 
buted a new 1.2 billion-dollar 
stadium last season, have not 
reached the Super Bowl in 15 
years. Since 1996, the club 
has won only one playoff 
game, that coming in 2009. 

Garrett, 44, had served as 
assistant coach and was 
among the NFL's top-paid as¬ 
sistants when the season 
began. He spent 12 years 
with the Cowboys, whose 
staff also includes his broth¬ 
ers Judd and John. Garrett's 
father Jim spent more than 20 
seasons working for the club.

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Jordan's Prince Ali wins FIFA 
vice-presidency 


DOHA (AFP) - Jordan's 
Prince Ali bin A1 Hussein 
stunned powerful South Ko¬ 
rean Chung Mong-Joon to 
unseat him as a FIFA vice- 
president here on Thursday. 

Chung, the controlling 
shareholder in industrial giant 
Hyundai Heavy Industries, a 
major FIFA sponsor, had 
been in the job since 1994 
and was widely expected to 
retain the role. 

But in a vote of the Asian 
Football Confederation's 45 
eligible members at their 
Congress in Doha, the prince 
won 25-20. 

It was a big upset with ru¬ 



mours flying that Chung, 59, 
was to launch a campaign to 
unseat Sepp Blatter as FIFA 
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president later in the year, 
someone he has previously 
feuded with. 

Chung supported an un¬ 
successful attempt to unseat 
Blatter 10 years ago amid al¬ 
legations of financial impro¬ 
priety from the collapse of a 
marketing company that 
worked for FIFA. 

He reopened the wounds 
just months ago when he in¬ 
sisted change at the top was 
in the interests of football’s 
world governing body. 

Blatter was in the arena 
for the vote on Thursday.

Federer and 
Nadal both reach 
the semis 

DOHA (AFP) - Rafael Nadal 
overcame Ernests Gulbis and 
his continuing bout of fever 
with a courageous and ade¬ 
quate albeit uninspired per¬ 
formance to reach the 
semi-finals of the Qatar Open 
here on Thursday. 

Roger Federer was not at 
his best either, but reached 
his eighth successive semi¬ 
final since losing his Wimble¬ 
don title six months ago by 
outplaying Viktor Troicki 6- 
2 , 6 - 2 . 

Federer now has a semi¬ 
final Jo-Wilfried Tsonga, 
who is seeking his first title in 
15 months after a long spell 
with knee problems, and who 
progressed with a 7-6 (7/4), 
7-6 (11/9) win over 

Guillermo Garcia-Lopez, the 
seventh-seeded Spaniard. 


Dhoni eyes new challenges 
after South Africa draw 


CAPE TOWN (AFP) - Indian 
captain Mahendra Singh 
Dhoni looked ahead to new 
challenges after his side vali¬ 
dated their ranking as the num¬ 
ber one Test team by earning a 
share of the series against sec¬ 
ond-ranked South Africa at 
Newlands on Thursday. 

The third and final Test 
ended in a draw when play 
was called off eight overs 
early with India on 166 for 
three after being set to make 
340 to win. 

Opening batsman Gautam 
Gambhir guided India to 
safety with a cautious innings 
of 64. 

"We're happy with our 


performance," said Dhoni, 
pointing out that India were 
possibly one wicket away 
from being able to force a 
win when South Africa were 
reeling at 130 for six on the 
fourth day. 

Dhoni said he felt a shared 
series was a fair result and 
that his team were less con¬ 
cerned with the world rank¬ 
ing than with the process of 
preparing and playing well. 

"Series between the top 
teams are very good for 
cricket," he said. "This year 
we go to England and then to 
Australia, so we will have 
played all the other top three 
teams."
